ing house. ~, 

An over-heated stove set fire to the 
building, and at 10 o’clock the flames 
had spread so rapidly that the follow- 
ing places had been destroyed: Frank 
Jones’ residence and store, loss $8000: 
McCay’s hotel, loss $15,000; Ed. Hed- 
don’s residence. logs $4,500; Black & 
Elrod’s hardware store, loss of $24,000 
on building and stock; Senter & Aber- 
nathy’s general store, joss $22,000 on 
building and stock. A telephone meg- 
sage reports at least a dozen other 
buildings afire. All structures, w-.--h 
one exception, were frame. The 
Ducktown ilre department and. the f i 
Ducktown, Sulphur. Copper and Iron i 
Company’s fire equipment have gone 
to the scene, 

The fire burned itself out by Il 
o’elock. In all forty-five frame struc- 
tures were burned, many of which 
were small homes valued at a few 
hundred dollars each.

Sons, of Philadelphia, were 
viduals to feel the wrath of the gov- 
ernment. {t was anticipated on yestler- 
day that the corporations and Harvie 
Miller would be presented, the rumors 
coming from an authoritative source, 
but. no expectation existed in connec- 
tion with Morris Miller. 

The indictments are lengthy docu- 
ments, covering in one instance seven- 
ty-five pages.

ATLANTA COTTON: PICKER 
MAY SOLVE GREAT PROBLEM 


A cotton picker that will really do 
the work and do it well— 

For many years this has been the 
dream of inventors by the thousand. 
and for just the same number of 
years, so. far as anyone knows, noth- 
ing but failure has come to all the 
attempts to perfect a cotton picker. 


a few got it, but so slowly that they 
were impracticable while in all some- 
thing to prevent their being a success 
was found. 

However, an Atlantan has now come 
forward with a device which, to all 
appearances, has overcame the 4diffi- 
culties many have so lone believed 
insurmountable. E. H. Schofield is the 
man, and he has just completed a ma- 
chine which he has demonstrated to 
a number of people will pick cotton 
from almost any sort of a boll, pick 
it rapidly and free it.of the most of 
the trash. 

The Schofield cotton picker as it is 
called uses suction to get the cotton 
from the boll. A fan driven by a gaso- 
line engine furnishes tae power not 
only to drive the fan but to propel the 
farm wagon on which the picker is 


One man and six boys are required 
to operate the machine. The man has 
control of the picker, while the boys 
“picking nozzles” through 
which the cotton is sucked into the 
body of the picker. The “picking noz- 
zle” is*practically two inches in diam- 
eter and is fitted with short teeth 
which project inward from the mouth 


of the nozzle. These teeth. are used 
to gather the few locks which stick 


so tightly to the bolls that the suc- 
tion will not pull them off. 

This nozzle is some 18 inches in: 
length and is connected with the body - 
of the machine by a flexible metal.

The Miller brothers put themselves 
in the furisdiction of the United States 
court for the southern district of Geor- 
gia through their shipments into this 
district over the lines of the three cor- 
porations indicted. 

Akerman Signs Indictments. 


Bach indictment is signed by Alex- 
ander A. Akerman, assistant district 
attorney for the southern district of 
Georgia, and by John F. Price, fore- 
man of the grand jury. Immediately 
after the indictments were presented, 
Judge Emory Speer thanked the grand 
jury for its prompt and effective work, 
and commented upon the example of 
patriotism it had set through the serv- 
ice rendered. 

The beginning of the investigation 
against the defendants arose from 
complaints registered with the inter- 
state commerce commission during the 
summer to the effect that the Miller 
firm had effectively destroyed competi- 
tion in grain shipments over an enor- 
mous territory, embracing points along 
the Mississippi and Ohio rivers, and 
in the south Atlantic states. Proceed- 
ings were held before Commissioner 
Clements, in Philadelphia, during July, 
and the revelations were sufficient to 


start the powerful machinery of the 
government against not only the Miller 
firm, but also the intermediaries. The 


first connection of the railroads and the 
Millers arose during the hearing before 
Commissioner Clements, in which it de- 
veloped that the Pennsylvania system 
had sold its Philadelphia elevator to 
the Keystone Elevator Company. L. F. 
Miller & Son controlled this latter com- 
pany, and were responsible for ship- 
ments made to the south over both the 
ailroads indicted and upon vessels of 
the steamship cofhpany at rates much 
less than those on file with the com- 
mission. In addition to this infraction 
of the law, it was found that grain 
shipped. from western to eastern points 
enjoyer the export rates instead of do- 
mestic, and a saving of from one to 
three cents on each hundred pounds 
.was effected by the Philadelphia firm. 

The Merchants and Miners’ Transpor- 
tation Company was indicted’ three 
times—once as a soOle offender and 
twice in connection with the Seaboard 
Air Line and the Atlantic Coast Line 
railways. Morris F. Miller and Harvie 
C. Miller, of Philadelphia, were im- 
mediately arrested and placed under 
bonds of $25,000 each. 

24 Counts Returned. 

Washington, December 2.—In a 
formal] announcement by the interstate 
commerce commission today it was 
stated that twenty-four: counts were 
returned against the Merchants’ and 
Miners’ Trnsportation Company, 
fourteen counts against the Seaboard 
Air Line railway, s@veu counts against 
the Atlantic Coast Line and ten counts 
against the Miller Brotners.

The main address of the meeting was 
made by Hon. G. R. Hutchens, a for- 
mer member of the state prison com- 
mission. 

Prison Commissivun in Sympathy. 

A pleasing feature of the meeting 
was a statement by General Clement A. 
Evans, in which he declared that all 
three of the members of the prison 
commission were in hearty sympathy 
with the objects of the league, and 
would lend any aid within their power 
to carry out the wishes of the organ- 
ization. 

The meeting was called to order by 
John J. Eagan, who briefly stated that 
the call for the meeting had been is- 
sued for the purpose of crystallizing 
the sentiment in Georgia for a united 
effort to reclaim as far as possible the 
men who often were made criminals 
from environment, and to save to the 
state and the country men. who could 
be made useful citizens, but who were 


‘often made worse by confinement and 


punishment. He called upon Mr. Hutch- 
ens to address those present. 


Remarks by Mr. Hutchens. 

Mr. Hutchens statea that he, when 
a member of the prison commission, 
had taken a deep interest in the fate 
of unfortunate criminals. He said: 

“The prison commission often dis- 
cussed the effort that was being made 
to establish a state-wide reformatory 
for the purpose of saving society from 
criminals by taking care of the boys 
who had been led astray. He offered 
the following suggestions: 

“First, let us make the criminal feel 
the power of the law to make him 
think. Many men are led into crime 
because they have never been made to 
think. Secund, let us hold out hope to 
those who think that society has turn- 
ed against them, and make them know 
that there is still hope although they 
have fallen. We must treat our fallen 
citizens as brothers.” 

Mr. Hutchens: said the state laws 
were sadly deficient in reformatory 
features. He urged the establishing of 
reformatories all over the state, and 
said the present small farm at Mil- 
ledgeville was inadequate. . 

Mr. Hutchens touched upon the ad- 
ministering of the criminal laws in 
Georgia, and said there was a lack of 
uniformity caused. by iocal public sen- 
timent, and that crime was not pun- 
ished equally all over the state. Har- 
mony, he urged, wag wanting. 

Must Take Care of Women. 


He also urged the creation of a sys- 
tem-in the state of taking care of the 
unfortunate wemen who were sent to 
prison. 

“We must mete out justice to all 
criminals,” he said in conclusion, “but 
that justice must be tempered with 
mercy.” 

General Evans said that the position 
taken by Mr. Hutchens was right, and 
the prison commission would act in ac- 
cord and sympathy with the league. 

Cc. D. McKinney told about prison re- 
forms in other states, and said that 
Georgia was sadly lacking in ‘a law 
which would tend to help the crim- 
inals, while at the same time punish-’ 
ing them. 

Linton Hopkins offered a resolution 
for the adoption of a constitution, the 
main points of which nave been given.

A CASE OF MISDIRECTED ENERGY.  / 

Macon is agog over the idea of capturing the state capitol. Its 
chamber of commerce, actively supported by The Telegraph and 
The News, has met the suggestion of the removal of Mercer uni- 
versity to Atlanta by the proposition that Macon will take the 
state capitol, lock, stock and barrel. 

The Macon newspapers are devoting several columns a day 
to the dream, and The Telegraph has opened a subscription, list 
for a “capitol removal” fund with which it is proposed to build a 
million dollar capitol building in Macon—after Atlanta has been 
duly swatted. 

The inference is that until the Baptists of the state say defi- 
nitely what they propose to do about the location of Mercer uni- 


versity, Macon intends to keep hammering on the question of 


“capitol removal’ by way of penalizing Atlanta for having com- 
mitted the offense of being suggested by the State Baptist Conven- 
tion as the possible home of Mercer. 

| In this connection, it must be understood that: Atlanta did not 
ask for Mercer, and that she had nothing whatsoever to do with 


the suggestion of its removal, which took the shape of a resolution | 


unanimously adopted by the recent Georgia Baptist Convention 
at Elberton. 

The author of this resolution, Rev..J. E. Hudson, in a state- 
ment reproduced elsewhere today from The Macon Telegraph, 
explains that for eighteen years he has been impressed with the 
fact that Mercer should be located in Atlanta, and that the matter 
took formal shape in a conversation last July with Dr. Gaulden, 


of Quitman, a graduate of Mercer, who, living “in the extreme 


southern part of the state,” was “enthtusiasic for the move.” 

The committee appointed to consider the question of removal 
met on Thursday in Macon. This committee consists of prominent 
Baptists from every part of the state, and its chairman is Hon. 
T. G. Lawson, of Eatonton. In an address issued to the Baptists 
of the state, the cotnmittee declares that it is ready to receive and 
consider proposals from Macon or Atlanta, or any other part of 
the state. The committee says further :. 

The action of the convention was the resuit of a quiet agitation growin 
out of the action of the board of trustees of Mercer University two ears a, 
and was not the result of any local movement in At'anta or Macon. The resvon- 
sibility for the suggested removal! rests solely with the Baptists of Georgia, bv 
whose convention the resolution was passed at the recent session in Elberton. 


The Macon News is frank enough to admit that the talk of 
capturing the capitol is “a retaliatory measure,” of which it says: 


The retaliatory’ proposition raised by Macon to invite the removal of the ' 


State capitol to this city may” have impressed our friends in Atlanta at first 
blush as @ joke, but a change very quickly came over the spirit of their dreams, 
and we are disposed to think that in their sec 
it an entirely laughing matter. The storm of disapprobation aroused through- 
out south Georgia against Mercer’s removal on the one hand and the cor- 
responding chorus of approval of the proposition to bring the capitol of Georgia 
to the center of the state on the other hand discloses grounds of potentiality 
and arguments of feasibility which are calculated to give the Atlanta spirit 
pause. "

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ORIGIN OF MERCER REMOVAL 
EXPLAINED BY AUTHOR |OF 
THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED 


(From The Macon Telegraph.) 

, The following has been issued by 
Ey. BE. Hudson, who introduced the 
resolution before the Baptist -onven- 
tion at Elberton, calling ror the ep- 
pointment of a committee to consider 
| the advisability of remoying Mercer 
from Macon: 

“The following is written out of 
simple justice to the brethren of At- 
lanta w.ioare, withthecity, being un- 
justly criticised by many in the state. 

“This criticism strives to make it 
appear that Atlanta was making an 
effort to take from a sister city a 
great educational institution for the 
sake of furthering Atlanta’s interest; 
while my brethren there are made 2 
party to such an unenviable undertak- 
ing. That both Atlanta and all Bap- 
tists there should be interested is per- 
fectly natura! and should not subject 
either the brethren as individuals or as 
class nor yet the city In any move- 
ment it may take to unkind remarks. 
Indeed, any Christian college is one 
of the best assets to any community. 

“Certainly Macon would be expected 
to protest, for Mercer has meant much 
to the Central City during these year 
of joint fellcwship. Let, therefore, 
the question be, as between the cities, 
one of absolute fairness; each doing 
its part nobly. As between brethren, 
whether in Macon or Atlanta, that of 
Mercer’s future well being. But to the 
facts. 

“For eighteen years or more I have 
been impressed with the importance 
of this contemplated move. Many have 
been the taiks with brethren from dif- 
ferent parts of the state. In nearly 
every instance there has been a 
unanimity of opinion that Atlanta was 
the more desirable lotation, but it 
would not be prudent to undertake to 
do so. 

“Last July in conversation with W.

length. He was enthusiastic for the 
move.

“Thé morning I left for the conven- 
tion a letter came from him in which 
he stated that the most of south and 
alj of north Georgisn as far as he 
could learn, were in favor of the move 
and in his judgment the question 
should be brought before the conven- 
tion at Elberton. 

“The seriousness of the matter had 
thoroughly mastered me and for that 
reason alone I hesitated. Thursday 
morning I wrote out the resolutions 
before going to the convention build- 
ing. Until then no one knew my ~pur- 
pose to be fixed. After preparing the 
resolutions which looked to the re- 
moval to Atlanta—not some other 
place, but Atlanta, it then became my 
duty to inquire of the Atlanta breth- 
ren. as to what they thought.

To Brother Broughton only, 
reading them. All three concurred in 
the movement. 
Brother Frank Mallory, of Macon, also 
but failed to find him. Only five 
others, two in middle, three in north 
Georgia, so far as I know, knew of 
the existing resolutions until read in 
the convention,

ON PAYMENT OF TEACHERS 
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Editor Constitution: I write to 


| thank you both officially and person- 


ally for the valuable assistance you 
have rendered the teachers in their ef- 
forts to have their salaries increased 
by the mayor and general council, 

For the past three years I have had 
the honor to serve as chairman of the 
committee on schools and have used 
my best efforts toward accomplishing 
this end. I have no fault to find with 
the mayor and general council up to 
date, as they have granted every re- 
quest I have made of them heretofore 
in behalf of the schools; but it is my 
earnest desire that the noble, self- 
sacrificing women who are teachers 
in our schools in Atlanta should re- 
ceive the compensation they deserve 
for the hard work they perform. 

I am ashamed to say it, but the fact 
is that there are a great many negro 
laborers in our city who receive more 
pay for their work than some of 
our teachers do, and as long as I re- 
main a member of the general council 
I shall do my utmost to secure for 
these women a decent salary. 

Last month I introduced tn cotnel! 
several resolutions looking to the in- 
crease of teachers’ salaries and giv- 
ing somewhat in detail the amount of 
increase asked for. They are ag fol- 
lows: 

Grade teachers: 
imum $85. 

Twenty per cent (20 per cent) in- 
crease for assistant principals. 

A minimum of $1,209 for principals 
of eight-grade schools, 

Head of department of physiology 
and hygiene from $1,400 to $2,000. 


Minimum $60, max- 


Assistant principal Girls’ Hign 
school; Minimum $1,400; maximum $1,- 


Head of departments Girls’ high 
school: Minimum $1,100; maximum 
$1,500. 

Associate teachers Girls’ High school: 
Minimum $800; maximum $1,300. 

As yOu are aware, a number of 
small towns in Georgia are now pay- 
ing teachers in their schools larger 
salaries than we do ours. When the 
board of education otders an examina- 
tion of applicants for teachers’ places 
very many ladies write to ascertain 
what are the salaries in the Atlanta 
school. When these correspondents 
ascertain that the’Atlanta schools pay 
the first year teachers $52.50 they c:3- 
cline to make application ‘because 
they are already receiving from $60 to 
$65 in many of the southern cities. in 
other words, Atlanta, a great city of 
165,000. population, takes second place 
to many. little towns in other states. 
This should not be. I have given the 
subject of schools a great deal of 
study since I have been an ex-offiico 
member of the board of education dur- 
ing the past three years, and [I un- 
hesitatingly state that our teachers are 
the poorest paid of any city of our size 
in the United States that I know any- 
thing of. 

I trust you will continue in your 
good work, and I Know that you will 
receive the heartfelt thanks of these 
go00d women who are wearing them- 
selves out working to educate our

DOESN’T EXTEND TO ATLANTA 


The housewife who goes a-market- 
ing today with the expectation of 
tinding t expense of a Sunday dinfier 
materially reduced is destined to re- 
turn home disappointed. 

The slump in prices of food which 
is reported to have occurréd in other 
more favored cities of the land, doesn’t 
extend as far as Atlanta, and evident- 
ly doesn’t intend to. Prices are glued 
right where they have been for weeks 
past, and if they have experiencea 
the slightest jostie it hasn’t been vis- 
ible with the naked eye. 

But since people must eat regard- 
less of price let us turn for a moment 
to the menu offered for Sunday by the 
local markets, and, incidentally, che 
prices thereof. 

In selecting her eatables Saturday 
the housewife wil) find herself between 
vegetable seasons and faced with the 
necessity of providing her dinner large- 
ly from meats. 

There are a few vegetables on the 
market—very few. The cabbage and 
the turnips and the radishes alli look 
a little frost-bitten, but some of them 
are in fairly good shape. Cabbage is 
going at 3 cents per pound, turnip 
salad 25 cents a peck, radishes and 
carrots 5 cents bunch, turnips 4&4 
cents a bunch, eggplant 10 cents each, 
Irish and sweet pQatoes 35 cents a 
peck, lettuce 15 cents a head, new 
onions 5 cents a bungh, dry onions 10 


cents a quart, tomatoes 20 cents a 
quart, dry peas 15 cents a quaré, snap 
beans 10 cents a quart, celery 10 ana 
15 cents a stalk.

OCEAN MAIL SERVICE 


Corresnon4---« Dispatched 
for ar ~ » Mail Within 
Few Hours of Sailing. 


The Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany announced yesterday another in- 
novation in telegraph service, called 
“the special ocean mail service,” de- 
signed to save time in foreign cofrre- 
spondence. A New. York merchant 
writing to Yokohoma must post his !et- 
ter practically a week before the mail 
steamer sails from San Francisco or 
Vancouver. 

The Western Union has arranged for 
the use of its night letter and other 
telegraphic service in connection with 
outgoing ocean mails so that this week 
of transcontinental time may be saved. 
Its New York office will receive tele- 
grams from any part of the country 
destined to European addresses, and 
will fgrward them in a sealed specially 
address envelope by the first outgoing 
Atlantic steamship mail. The same plan 
will be followed in San Francisco, 
Seattle and Vancouver for trans-Pacific 
mails. — 

This will enable correspondence to 
be dispatched from any part of the 
United States for an ocean mail within 
a few hours of sailing time. The only 
change in addition to the usual tele- 
graph tolls to the ocean mail port will 
be 5 cents for postage. Telegrams 
should bear the full mail address of the 
foreign correspondent for whom they 
are intended, and marked “Care Ocean 
Mail, New York or San Francisco, Seat- 
tle or Vancouver,” as the case may be. 
No charge will be made for the ad- 
dress,

ing left entirely within the jurisdic- 
tion of congress. 

The commission in its decision Fri- 
day held that while it has no jurisdic- 
tion to compel an application of local 
rates to interstate shipments, the com- 
pany is violating the terms of its con- 
tract by not applying them to the 
through shipments, and resolved that 
the entire matter should be referred 
to the governor without any recom- 
mendation. 

Classification Rate. 
The southern classification rates are 


fixed by the railroads themselves and | 


are subject to the approval or dis- 
approval of the interstate commerce 
commission. In some tnstances their 
classification, or rate, does not conflict 
with the local rate fixed by the Geor- 
gia commission, but in some instances 
it does, and this fact brought on the 
complaint from the freight bureau. 
For example, a certain article may 
be put in class 5 by the stare commis- 
sion and the freight rate for that ar- 
ticle per 100 miles may pe 35 cents. 
Under the southern classification the 
same article may be put in class 4 


and the rate per 100 miles be 40 cents. 

The freight bureau cited several in- 
stances where the southern classifica-, 
tion on interstate shipments; that is, 
shipments between points in Georgia 
and Chattanooga, Tenn., demands a 
higher rate than is demanded by the 
classification fixed by the commission 
for local shipments or shipments be- 
tween points in Georgia. 

Obviously the case is pseyond the 
jurisdiction of the Georgia commis- 
sion, because the roaa has the au- 
thority to enforce those rates unless 
it is estopped by the terms of its lease 


contract. 

Future action in the matter is now 
up to the governor. Under the terms 
of the lease failure or refusal to com- 
ply with any proviflen of it au- 
thorizes the governor to declare it 
null and void and to take possession 
of the road, or he may enter suit to 
compe] its enforcement. : 

Reduction of 26 Per Cent. 

Harry T. Moore, of the Atlanta 
freight bureau, who filed the petition 
with the commission last: summer, 
stated Friday night that if the state 
succeeds in enforcing the provision of 
the lease ‘regarding the freight rates, 
it will mean a reduction of about 25 
per cent on ali the articles which are 
now rated under the southern class- 
tion and which, by the terms of the 
lease, should be rated under the clas- 
ification of thg state commission. 

Mr..Moore stated that there are 
about 275 of these articles involved in 
the rate question, and of all of them 
the rate is higher under the southern 
classification than it would be under 
the local rate.

resignation to the college athletic: 


board as faculty manager of athletics. 

Professor Bragg for nine years has 
been a vital factor in Auburn’s athletic 
administration. As a member of the 
old advisory board, and as a member 
of the athletic committee which suc- 
ceeded it, he has been prominent, prob- 
ably more than any other Auburn man, 
in directing the policy of athletics. 
When a more efficient system than that 
of the former student management was 
desired, Professor Bragg was elected 
the first faculty manager. He hag been 
foremost in the crusades against pro- 
fessionalism and for clean athletics 
within the Southern Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association, and the compli- 
ance with his standards has placed 
Auburn teams beyond the pale of sus- 
picion. Under his management, too, 
several of the college’s most successful 
teams have been developed, notably 
those of 1904, 1908, 1909 and 1919. 

No action has been taken by the 
committee as yet in regard to his re- 
signation, nor is there any member of 
the faculty at Auburn who is consider- 
ed his logical successor. , Professor 
Brage gives as the reason for his 
resignation the fact that the demands 
of his college work necessitate the re- 
linquishing the athletic duties. 

The captain of the 1911 football team 
has not yet been elected, but the elec- 
tion will be announced at the football 
banquet Saturday night. The football 
banquet is given annually to the team

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|REACTION IN STOCKS; 


LOSSES IN THE LIST 


General Trend of Conditions 
| ~ Seems to Have’ Discour- 
aged the Traders. 


: ‘New York, Decémber 2.—The reac- 
tionary movement with which the 
week in the stock market began was 
continued today, material losses being 
registered throughout the list. Senti- 
ment has apparently taken a very pes- 
simistic turn and evidence was forth- 
coniing to account fer today’s set- 
back.

Following the announcement of the 
suspension of an old-estabiished cot- 
ton house came the news today that a 
prominent local importing firm had 
found it necessary to asx an extension 
of its credits. 


The comptroller of the currency-sub-/ 


mitted another batch of statements 2f 
condition of national banks as of No- 
‘vember 10 last. Not a few of these 
institutions reported.a further expan- 
sion of loans and discounts instead of 
the hoped for comtraction.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, December 2.—It has been 
thrust and party in the speculative 
markets, but on the whole bears have 
latterly had the advantage, owing to a 
marked increase in the receipts of cot- 
ton at the ports and interior towns, a 
local crop estimate of .12,092,000 bales 
exclusive of linters, depression in Wall 
street and narrowness of the specula- 
tion in cotton.

The Outside public 
shows no great disposition to take 
hold of cotton, nor is it generaily ex- 
pected to do so until the market has 
shown its ability to advance sharply 
and tirmly and maintain the rise. fri- 
day’s surprise in regard to the big 
local crop estimate undoubtedly had 4 
more or less demoralizing effect. 

Some experienced and successful 
people in the trade insist that the 
crop is small and that the prospective 
consumption is large, so large indeed, 
as to presage a scramble for cotton 
among the spinners later on and an 
inevitable rise of prices to a much 
higher level than has yet been at- 
tained this season. Manchester is do- 
ing a4 brisk business at prices show- 
ing a distinct upward tendency.

CHRISTIAN PASTORS DIFFER 


| 

Whether or not the New 
authorized the use of instrumental 
music in the service of the church 
was the subject of an interesting series 
of tive debates, which closed last night, 
between two'of the local pastors of the 
Christian church, or Church of Christ. 


Rev. H. K. Pendleton, of the First 
Christian church, had the affirmative 
side of the question, while Rev. Samuel 
H. Hall, of the West Side and South 
Pryor Street Christian churches, took 
the position that such a use was not 
sanctioned by the Bible. The debates 
were merely for the information of the 
congregations, and no attempt Was 
made to render a decision as to who 
had triumphed. 

The debates were held in the South 
Pryor street ‘church, near Vassar 
street, and were attended each night 
by a large audience, and the close at- 
tention was evidence of thé interest of 
this denomination in a question that 
has been more or less of a bone of’ 
contention for several years in their 
midst. The side represented by Mr. 
Hall is said to be “unprogressive,” not 
belleving_in the missionary movement, 
in instrumental music, and differing In 
various other ways from their brethren 
of the First church. The debate was 
held at the suggestion of a layman, 
who wished to hear the subject thresh- 
ed out. 

The proposition as stated by both 
sides was, “The New bestament teaches 
‘that the disciples of Christ have a right 
to use instrumental music in connec- 
tion with their worship when assem- 
bled together for worship.” Each side 
appointed.a moderator, Robert Cren- 
shaw, a local attorney, acting for the 
affirmative, and J. W. Shepherd, office 
editor of The Gospel Advocate, of Nash- 
ville, for the negative. 

During the first four nights the gen- 
eral question was discussed and various 
points made. Much Biblical wealth wag 
brought into play, with many illustra- 
tions from noted commentators, and 
the arguments showed the depth to 
which the two ministers had gone in 
their research on the matter. Last 


night the conclusion was reached, and

the discussion grew very warm toward 
the end. 

The question finally hinged on the 
meaning of the Greek words, psalo and 
psalmos. The first is the verb form, 
meaning to twang or to pluck. From 
it is derived the latter, which is the 
noun form, meaning a musical instru- 
ment or accomipaniment. From _ this 
comes the English term psalm. The 
New Testament commands the use of 
psalms in the church worship, but 
whether this is merely a vocal chant, 
as Mr. Hall contends, or a song with 
accompaniment, according to Mr. Pen- 
dleton, is yet to be decided. The latter 
gentleman says that the instrument or 
accompaniment “was a fundamental! 
idea of the classical term, while the 
former says that this is connected with 
the term only by implication. 

As there was no decision given, the 
debates being merely for instruction, 
no actual tesult is to be seen. The ques- 
tion will remain under discussion 
among the members of the chureh for 
some time, and the flock of Mr. Halli 
will continue to ging without the aid of 
an organ, while services at the First 
church, under Mr. Pendleton, will stil) 
make u feature of the instumental 


music.
